If  tbe  various  Grand  Army  posts  cf 
the  country  were  disposed  to  take  ad¬ 
vantage  of  an  offer  made  at  the  last  ses¬ 
sion  of  congress,  they  might  materially 
increase  the  warlike  spirit  supposed  to 
pervade  every  patriotic  family,  says  the 
Washington  Post.  The  offer  was  to  sup¬ 
ply  warlike  implements,  which,  if  they 
have  outlived’  their  usefulness,  will 
serve  as  ornaments  for  post  headquar¬ 
ters  and  might  inspire  the  rising  gener¬ 
ation  with  much  patriotic  fervor.  This 
could  be  accomplished  by  accepting  tbe 
tender  of  several  hundred  abandoned 
cannon  and  idiot  and  shell  which  cosi- 
greas  has  decided  to  give  to  any  Grand 
Army  poet  that  niay  apply  for  them 
and  which  are  now  lying  useless  and 
neglected  at  the  navy  yards. 

These  cannon  are  mostly  old  style 
models  of  engines  of  war,  which  might 
have  been  considered  just  the  proper 
thing  80  years  or  more  ago,  but  which, 
with  the  march  at  progress  and  the  ad¬ 
vance  of  invention,  have  been  placed 
upon  the  retired  list.  Their  places  have 
been  filled  by  guns  and  munitions  of 
war  of  a  more  improved  type,  and  as  tb# 
abandoned  articles  are  valuable  only  as 
old  metal  tbe  government  decided  that 
it  could  pet  them  to  no  better  purpose 
than  to  give  them  to  tbe  veterans  of  the 
late  war,  who  fought  on  the  Union  side 
with  these  same  guns. 

But  it  is  surprising  to  count  np  just 
how  few  posts  of  tbe  immense  Grand 
Army  have  taken  advantage  of  this  of¬ 
fer.  Since  the  passage  of  the  joint  reso¬ 
lution  last  winter  the  records  in  the  of- 
fce  of  the  secretary  of  the  navy,  where 
such  applications  have  to  be  filed,  show 
less  than  100  from  the  entire  country. 

There  are  still  guns  on  hand  for  about 
100  more  posts,  yet,  strangely  enough, 
the  Grand  Army  has  made  no  effort  to 
provide  itself  with  an  armament 
which,  although  it  would  be  of  littls 
service  in  time  of  war,  is  valuable  from 
an  artistic  standpoint  in  time  of  peace.

UiD,  !•*,  Wu  Owes  Called  Ik* 
Capital  of  tbe  Cotuatry. 

A  pupil  in  the  Boys’  Grammar  school, 
on  Lafayette  street,  Germantown,  was 
asked  by  his  teacher  "when  the  first 
congTcsM  occupied  the  Germantown 
academy,  located  on  West  School  1  rifle. 

It  was  a  puzzle,  of  course,  to  the  young 
scholar,  who  was  at  a  loss  to  find  any¬ 
thing  in  print  verifying  such  an  event. ' 
The  facts,  however,  from  which  tbe 
faLve  impression  has  frequently  obtained 
are  us  follows:  The  government  of  the 
United  States  was  first  inaugurated  in 
New  York  in  178U,  but  by  act  of  con¬ 
gress  Philadelphia  was  made  the  capital 
of  tbe  nation  from  1790  until  1800.  In 
1 793*  the  yellow  fever  became  epidemic 
in  this  city,  and  it  was  in  October  of 
that  year  that  tbe  governor  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  asked  the  board  of  trustees  to  ac¬ 
commodate  the  bouse  of  assembly,  and 
a  similar  request  for  quarters  came  from 
congress. 

At  the  November  meeting  following 
the  board  proffered  to  congress  the 
choice  of  tbe  school  building,  but  there 
is  no  minute  evidence  to  show  that  con¬ 
gress  accepted  the  generous  offer.  At 
this  time  Washngton  resided  in  German¬ 
town,  and  the  town  was  spoken  of  as 
the  government  place  of  the  state,  and 
also  of  the  United  States.  Jefferson, 
then  secretary  of  state,  and  Randolph, 
attorney  general,  occupied  the  building, 
some  years  ago  torn  down  to  extend  the 
site  on  which  the  National  bank  now 
stands,  at  Main  street  and  School  lane. 

So,  with  Washington,  Thomas  Jeffer¬ 
son  and  John  Randolph  residing  is  Ger¬ 
mantown,  it  is  not  strange  that  the  con 
elusion  should  be  formed  that  congress 
was  in  session  at  the  same  time;  Al¬ 
though  the  Germantown  academy  never 
hud  the  honor  of  accommodating  con¬ 
gress,  a  few  years  later,  in  1798,  when 
the  yellow  fever  made  it*  appearance 
again  in  this  city,  the  banks  of  North 
America  and  of  Pennsylvania  did  find  a 
temporary  place  of  safety  in  tbe  old 
academy. — Philadelphia  Record.

SAW  LINCOLN  KILLED 

WILLIAM  WITHERS,  LEADER  OF  FORD’S 
ORCHESTRA,  TELLS  HIS  EXPERIENCE.

Booth  Struck  HI*  With  a  Daggar—Hm 
Warn  Tint  to  Ktoatliy  tb*  >MS**tw 

At  the  Professional  Woman’s  league, 
while  the  members  worked  diligently 
over  the  novelties  being  made  for  the 
coming  bazaar,  the  question  came  up, 
I*  there  anybody  living  who  saw  Lin¬ 
coln  aMaasinated?" 

Immediately  everybody  bad  some¬ 
thing  to  aay  about  somebody  else  who 
bad  a  friend  who  was  at  tbe  theater  that 
ought.  The  most  interesting  story  was 
told  of  William  Withers,  Jr. ,  now  or¬ 
chestra  leader  for  Mr.  Daly,  but  at  tbe 
time  of  the  aasaasinatiou  leader  of  tbe 
orchestra  of  Ford’s  theater. 

Mr.  Withers  enjoy*  the  distinction  of 
having  not  only  been  at  tbe  theater  the 
night  Lincoln  was  amwssinated.  but  of 
having  been  pierced  by  tbe  dagger  of 
tbe  aaausain  just  a  few  moments  after 
Booth  bad  fired  the  abut  that  made  Lin¬ 
coln  a  martyr.  Every  time  be  goea  to 
Washington  be  is  requested  to  tell  this 
story,  and,  although  many  and  varied 
are  the  recitals  of  thia  thrilling  event. 
Mr.  Withera’  ia  somewhat  different  from 
the  others  Here  is  tbe  story  as  be  tell* 
it  in  the  Washington  Poat: 

• *  I  was  leader  of  the  orchestra  at  the 
time,  and  as  the  president  was  to  wit¬ 
ness  the  performance  of  ‘Our  American 
Cousin’  I  thought  that,  as  befitted  tb# 
occasion,  I  would  compose  a  song.  So  I 
did.  It  was  entitled  ’Honor  to  Our  Sol¬ 
diers’  and  dedicated  to  the  pi^dent 
This  was  to  be  sung  between  two  of  tbe 
acts  by  a  quartet  I  had  engaged  and  tbe 
entire  company,  who  were  to  be  attired 
in  the  American  colors. 

As  I  was  on  my  way  to  the  theater 
I  met  John  Wilkes  Booth  just  in  front 
of  George  Harry’s  saloon,  which  ad¬ 
joined  the  theater.  It  was  a  sultry 
night,  and  Booth  had  his  overcoat  over 
his  arm.  *  Good  evening,  Billy,  ’  he  said. 
Come  and  have  something?’ 

As  I  was  leaving  to  enter  the  thea¬ 
ter  Booth  remarked,  ‘I’ll  witness  tb# 
performance  tonight  *  I  noticed  nothing 
strange  about  his  demeanor  and  subse¬ 
quently  saw  him  a*  I  was  coming  ou* 
for  the  overture. 

Soon  the  president,  bis  wife,  Major 
Rathbone  and  Robert  and  Tad  entered 
tbeir  box.  I  signaled  for  ’Hail  to  the 
Chief,’  and  tbe  audience  cheered,  and 
tbe  president  turned  smilingly  and 
bowed.  Then  he  seated  himself,  and 
with  his  accustomed  modesty  drew  the 
curtains  half  across  the  box. 

After  tbe  first  act  J.  P.  Wright,  the 
stage  manager,  sent  me  word  he  would 
be  unable  to  have  the  special  song  sung 
Mt  that  time,  but  he  would  try  to  have 
it  rendered  between  the  second  and  third 
acts.  A  similar  message  was  sent  to  me 
at  the  close  of  the  second  act,  and  I  be¬ 
came  somewhat  exercised.  I  started  to 
go  upon  the  stage  when  I  saw  Booth  on 
the  balcony  walking  down  the  aisle  in 
tbe  direction  of  tbe  president’s  box.  He 
was  seemingly  attentive  toward  tbe  act¬ 
ing,  for  the  curtain  had  again  gone  np. 
I  encountered  a  scene  shifter,  Spangler, 
whose  office  I  afterward  learhed  was  to 
turn  out  the  lights  in  the  theater  as  soon 
as  the  shot  was  fired.  He  obstructed  my 


What  do  you  want  here?’  he  de¬ 
manded.  In  reply  I  told  him  it  wi 
none  of  his  business.  Mr.  Wright  ap¬ 
pearing.  Spangler  left  his  position  on 
the  stage  alongside  the  box  in  which 
was  the  apparatns  for  illuminating  the 
theater.  I  closed  the  lid  of  tbe  box  and 
sat  npou  it  to  talk  to  the  manager,  un¬ 
conscious  that  I  was  spoiling  the  plan. 

Mr.  Wright  told  me  the -song  would 
be  sung  at  the  close  of  the  performance, 
and  Mias  Keene  had  sent  word  to  the 
president  requesting  him  to  stay  to 
hear  it 

"I  was  just  about  to  return  to  the  or¬ 
chestra  when  tbe  crack  of  a  revolver 
startled  me.  All  was  qniet  instantly.  I 
saw  a  man  jump  from  the  president’s 
box  on  to  tbe  stage.  It  was  Booth.  He 
ran  directly  toward  the  door  leading 
Into  the  alley.  Thia  course  brought  him 
right  in  my  path.  He  bad  a  dagger  in 
his  hand,  and  he  waved  it  threatening¬ 
ly.  He  evidently  did  not  recognize  me, 
for  be  appeared  like  a  maniac.  His  eyes 
seemed  starting  from  their  sockets,  and 
bis  hair  was  disheveled. 

"With  bead  down,  he  ran  toward  aie 
and  cried,  ‘Let  me  pass!’  He  slashed  at 
me,  and  the  knife  cut  through  my  coat, 
vest  and  underclothing.  He  struck 
again,  tbepointof  the  weapon  penetrat¬ 
ing  the  back  of  my  neck,  and  the  blow 
brought  me  to  the  floor.  I  watched  him 
make  bis  exit  into  the  alley  and  caught 
sight  of  the  horse,  held  by  ‘Peanut 
John.’ 

"The  commotion  in  the  audience  was 
something  terrible.  Several  actors,  in¬ 
cluding  Harry  Hawke,  rushed  .  out,  and 
a  man  who  proved  to  be  a  detective  lift¬ 
ed  me  up  &Dd  said,  ’I  arrest  you.  ’ 

“  What’s  this  all  about?’  I  asked. 
Tm  stabbed.  ’  I  was  quickly  told  what 
was  the  matter.  The  thought  flashed 
across  my  mind  that  Booth  was  tbe  as¬ 
sassin. 

"I  was  taken  to  the  police  station, 
and  my  deposition  was  received  in  the 
presence  of  Mayor  Wallach.  That  was, 
I  believe,  the  first  intimation  that  they 
bad  of  the  identity  of  the  murderer, 
was  at  the  trial  of  the  conspirators  and 
the  second  to  give  testimony.  My  wound 
healed  in  a  short  time.  ‘  ’

B.  L.  Short,  city  clerk  of 
City,  Kan. ,  who  was  a  candidate  before 
tb.'  Republican  primary  eleotion  fenr 
mayor  of  that  city,  was  beaten  in  tbe 
raco  an  account  of  a  love  affair. 

Mr.  Short  has  been  city  clerk  for  six 
years  and  is  known  as  a  good  official. 
Many  expected  him  to  win  easily. 

Bat  he  didn't.  The  women  best  him. 

They  voted  almost  solidly  against 
him.  and  they  did  it  because  of  his  fle- 
klt  uose  in  love. 

The  “crime”  for  which  tbe  women 
voted  against  Short  was  a  unique  one. 
It  Heems  that  he  had  been  attentive  to 
Alisa  Sadie  Parsons  for  over  18  years 
and  had  been  engaged  to  marry  her. 
According  to  her  story,  they  were  to 
have  been  married  last  fall.  Mr.  Short 
called  on  her  one  evening,  and  they 
talked  over  they-  engagement  and  bad 
the  date  fixed.  The  second  evening  there¬ 
after  Mr.  Short  was  quietly  married  to 
Mrs.  Graoe  Firestone,  who  had  been  di¬ 
vorced  from  her  first  husband.  < 

The  first  intimation  Miss  Parsons  re¬ 
ceived  of  her  lover’s  unfaithfulness  vfa* 
from  a  published  notice  of  the  marriage. 
61m  was  almost  beside  herself  with  grief 
st  Short’s  unfaithfulness  and  told  Her 
story  without  reluctance. 

It  proved  splendid  campaign  material 
for  Mr.  Short’s  opponents.  The  women 
began  talking  of  it  as  noon  a*  Short’s 
candidacy  was  mentioned  and  did  pot 
let  up  until  the  polls  closed.  It  proved 
particularly  effective  among  180  of  Afiss 
Parsons’  teacher  friends,  and  it  is  spid 
they  voted  eolidly  against  Short  Thir¬ 
ty-live  more  votes  would  have  elected 
Bhort  if  he  oonld  have  secured  them. 

Never  in  the  history  of  Kansas  CBy, 
•Kan.,  have  the  women  shown  so  much 
fntorest  in  an  election  as  they  did  in 
this  one.  The  whole  feminine  popula¬ 
tion  was  aroused.

A  hundred  causes  have  been  at  work 
to  make  these  homes  possible.  First  of 
all  there  bad  to  come  among  both  men 
and  women  complete  submission  to  the 
fact  that  all  the  women  of  one  genera¬ 
tion  could  not  marry,  there  not  being 
men  enough  to  go  round,  and  polygamy 
having  ceased  to  exist  as  a  fashionable 
institution.  Then  there  bad  to  follow  a 
conviction,  which  took  a  long  time  to 
grow,  that  those  women  who  seemed  to 
have  been  left  quite  out  in  tbe  cold 
when  marriages  were  settled  might 
have  staid  out  of  tbeir  free  wills,  and 
that  therefore  they  were  not  to  be 
judged  as  those:  who  bad  been  trief^and 
found  wanting.  But  the  moat  potent  of 
all  causes  lay  in  new  conception#  of 
what  individuality  might  mean — that 
individuality,  which  is  irrespective  of 
privilege  and  independent  of  tie  and 
condition — with  a  growing  belief  in 
the  necessity  for  the  development  of  this 
Individuality  and  the  right  of  its  free 
expression.  Through  all  the  upheavals 
of  homes  and  societies  which  have 
sometimes  alarmed  us  a  recognition  of 
what  this  involves  for  women,  as  for 
men,  has  been  slowly  born.  The  fact  of 
her  being  married  or  unmarried  weighs 
little  if  a  woman  be  equipped  in  every 
way  for  the  part  she  is  to  play  in  life. 

In  a  home  of  her  own  the  spinster 
gains  both  the  table  and  the  fireside. 
When  presiding  over  the  one  or  welcom¬ 
ing  to  tbe  otmr,  she  acquires  as  hostess 
a  certain  dignity  and  soreness  of  posi 
tkm  which  once  were  supposed  fo  belong 
only  to  her  married  sisters.  She  be 
comes,  in  fact,  tbe  dispenser,  and  in 
giving  she  getB  her  own  independence, 
for  there  is  more  in  giving,  even  in  the 
way  at  hospitality,  than  we  altogether 
know. 

Far  tbs  working  spinster,  too,  there 
is  another  invalunblo  gain — she  gets  a 
place  in  which  to  conceal  her  make, 
shifts  and  poverties,  all  hex  ups  and  [' 
downs  of  fortune.

The  Woman’s  club  of  Orange,  N.  J., 
held  a  most  interesting  session  on  March 
$4,  when  its  annual  election  occurred. 
This  marked  the  quarter  oentury  of  th# 
otnb's  existence.  It  is  one  of  the  oldest 
dubs  for  women  in  the  country.  There 
were  but  four  others  in  existeuoe  at  tbe 
time  of  iu  founding.  It  organized  with 
1ft  members;  now  it  has  a  membership 
of  800  and  along  waiting  list.  Tbffclnb 
has  become  a  department  club,  and  the 
recording  secretary,  Mrs.  Stanley,  read 
•  brief  review  of  the  year’s  work,  which 
was  followed  by  reports  from  tbe  chair¬ 
men  of  each  department  Each  depart¬ 
ment  in  torn  furnishes  the  club  pro¬ 
gramme  for  general  meetings.  The  de¬ 
partment  of  education  furnished  a  pro¬ 
gramme  upon  ooeducatiou,  also  one  up¬ 
on  the  education  of  the  Indian* 

Tbe  election  of  officers  for  the  coning 
year  gave  the  presidency  to  Mr*  Cush¬ 
man,  who  has  filled  the  place  in  a  most 
ftble  manner  during  tbe  last  year.  The 
Other  officers  were  re-elected  with  tbe 
exception  of  Mrs.  Stanley,  who  was  not 
eligible  for  recording  secretary,  having 
held  the  place  far  the  limit  allowed  by 
the  club.
